All are charged with vio- 
lating the espionage act through the 
publication of articles alleged to be 
inimical to the interests of the Unitef 
States.

Waldimar Alfredo, an editorial writer 
surrendered to the Federal authorities 
today and were held in $10,000 bail 
each. Peter Schaefer, president of 
the company which publishes the Tage 
blatt, and Paul Vogel, treasurer, the 
other two men wanted, are in Cincin- 
nati, attending a meeting of editors, it 
wag said, and their counsel promised 
they would be here Thursday. 
The 


men arrested yesterday are Dr. Mar- 
tin Darkow, managing editor, and 
Herman Lemke, business manager.

ed were a number of letters from a 
United States senator from a Western 
state.
